REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 3, 5-8 and 23 are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art does not teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a rare-earth magnet, 
comprising the steps of electroplating and forming as presently claimed, esp., wherein 
the first plating bath has a concentration of the nickel source of 0.3 mol/l to 0.7 mol/l on 
a nickel atom basis and a conductivity of 80 mS/cm or over. 

Claims 9 and 10 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a rare-earth magnet, comprising 
the steps of electroplating and forming as presently claimed, esp., wherein the first 
plating bath consists of 0.3 mol/l to 0.7 mol/l of nickel ions and has a conductivity of 80 
mS/cm or over. 
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The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed September 3, 2008 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1 , 3, 5-10 and 23 based upon specific references 
applied under 35 USC 103. 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the 
above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established.
